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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Each of the above 
claims is allowable over the cited prior art at least because none of the cited prior art shows or 
fairly suggests a dual action valve for use in molten metals including two float means (the inlet 
float member and the outlet float assembly of independent claims 1 and 25) which accurately 
meter the molten metal flow through the valve while substantially eliminating any reverse 
molten metal flow through the valve.
